We are of the preliminary opinion the deposit you have claj-med is "common
variety" and, as such, is not open to location. The proper procedure for
mining and disposal of this material is through 43 CFR 3610, mineral
material sa1es, wherein you would relinquish your claims and sign a
contract with the Bureau of Land Management to purchase the material at
a specified price. We will gladly provide you with information regarding
mineral materiaf sa1es.

If you are convinced that your deposit is locatable, please be aware the
CourL has seL standards Lo distinguish between conrmon varieties and
uncommon varieti-es of mineral deposits or stone.
